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PRIME MINISTER CHURCHILL HINTS 


U.S. Fleet May Help In Atlantic 


Co-Operation Said 
Probable In Most 


Dangerous Waters 


Premier Asserts British and American Nav- 
ies May Find It Advantageous To Assist 
Each Other On Sea Lanes

LONDON, July 9.—(BUP)—Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill hinted in the House of Commons today that the 
British and United States navies will co-operate in “the most 
dangerous waters” of the North Atlantic to insure American 
supplies destined for forces on Iceland and protect British 
convoys to England. 


Churchill announced at the same time that the British 
forces at Iceland, estimated to number 80,000 men, would 
be retained there to co-operate closely with the United 
States forces stationed on the island. 


Churchill pointed out that United States forces on Ice- 
land would require provisioning and reinforcing from time 
to time. 


Must Traverse Dangerous Waters 


“These consignments of American supplies for the 
American forces on duty overseas for the purposes of the 
United States will, of course, have to traverse the most dan- 
gerous waters and as we have a very large traffic constantly 
passing through these waters it may, I dare say, be found 
mutually advantageous in practice that the two navies in- 
volved should assist each other as far as convenient in that 
part of the waters,” he said. 


Emphasizing that the United States occupation of Ice- 
land was one of the most important events of the war, 
Churchill sald it was carried out in “pursuance of the pure- 
ly American policy of protecting the western hemisphere 
from the Nazi menace.” 


“Seizure of Iceland by Hitler would have been of the 
greatest advantage to him in bringing pressure to bear on 
the United States and also Britain,” he added. 


Event Of Strategic Importance 


In reply to a question whether the prime minister had 
any information regarding the situation at Iceland, Churchill 
replied: 

“The military occupation of Iceland by forces of the 
United States is an event of first-rate political and strategic 
importance. In fact, it is one of the most important things 
that has happened since the war began. 


“It has been undertaken by the United States in pur- 
suance of purely American policy for the protection of 
the western hemisphere from the Nazi menace. 


“I understand it is the view of American technical 
authorities that modern conditions of war, especially air war- 
fare, require forestalling action, which in this case, was espe- 
cially in order to prevent acquisition by Hitler of a jumping 
off ground from which it would be possible, bound by bound, 
to come to close quarters with the American continent.” 


Policies Are In Complete Harmony 


Churchill emphasized that these views were fairly ob- 
vious to anyone taking an intelligent interest in what is oc- 
curring. 

“Seizure of Iceland by ‘Hitler would be of the greatest 
advantage to him in bringing pressure to bear on Great Bri- 
tain and the United States. We have for some time past, 
with the assent of the Icelandic people and legislature, main- 
tained a strong garrison on Iceland and arrival of powerful 
United States forces will greatly reduce the danger to Ice- 
land.” 


The declared policy of the United States is in complete 
harmony with British interests, he sald, announcing: 


“We still propose to retain our army in Iceland and, as 
British and United States forces will both have the same 
object in view, namely defence of Iceland, it seems likeliest

MOSCOW, July 9.—(AP)+

It acknowledged, however, that 
German armored spearheads were 
striking at new points in an at- 
tempt to find soft spots. “Large 
enemy tank and motorized units” 
attempted to break through in 
new fighting at Sebezh, near the 
Latvian frontier, the communique 
said, adding: “Fighting is in pro- 
gress.” 

Centres of fighting, in which the 
Soviet troops were supported by 
Red air fleet bombing attacks, were 
listed as Polotsk, in the northern 
tip of White Russia; Lepel, 40 miles 
south, and Novograd Volynski in 
the Western Ukraine.

Still Under Fire 


WASHINGTON, July 9.--(BUP) 
-Senator Burton K. Wheeler, isola- 
tionist leader of Montana, still is 
under fire for revealing American 
military secrets. Yesterday White 
House Secretary Stephen T. Early 
rebuked Wheeler for disclosing that 
American forces were on the verge 
of occupying Iceland. Today, the 
White House handed the isolation- 
ist senator an even stiffer jolt. 

The White House said that 
Prime Minister Winston Chur- 
chill had officially advised the 
United States that such informa- 
tion as passed out by Senator 
Wheeler endangers the lives of 
British fighting men.

Curtailment Seen 
In Coke Supplies 


OTTAWA, July 9—(CP)—Owing 
to the increase dn metallurgical 
usage of coke and heavier indus- 
trial demand for war production in 
the United States and Canada, sup- 
plies of coke for domestic use next 
winter will be considerably reduced, 
the wartime prices and trade board 
said last night. 

In a review of operations jin the 
three months ended June 30, the 
board drew attention to the exten- 
sive “buy early” coal campaign 
launched by the coal] administrator 
early in June. 

“Utmost co-operation has been re- 
ceived from the coal trade and from 


industries, public utilities, and 
provincial authorities,” the board 
said. “All are undertaking to take 


summer delivery and stock-pile the 
maximum proportion of their winter 
requirements.” , 

The functions and duties of the 
Dominion Fuel Board have been 
transferred to the coal administrator 
for the duration of the war.

A fixed immobile defence has 
no dynamics and plays into the 
hands of the enemy by reducing 
the capacity of the defenders to 
manoeuvre: The task of defence 
fe to “prepare the ground for 
counter-attack, and this can best 
be done by envisaging a battle of 
manoeuvre from the very outeet. 

Rather than stage a series of 
heroic stands where units perish to 
the last man. one of their tactics is 
|the so-called “elastic defence”, a 
{modification of the defensive of- 
ifence. The stationary defence may 
win medals, but it does not, always 
‘win the battle. On the other hand, 
the Russian advisers would say, you 
may well weaken your whole line 
by pouring your supports into the 
weak position 
DECIDE IN ADVANCE 

Since you are bound to give up 
some of your positions if the enemy 
shows sufficient determination, then 
why not decide in advance which 
these shall be, instead of waiting for 
the adversary to make your mind 
up for you, the Russians ask. 

It is today an’axiom of war that 
a‘ defensive position should be or- 
ganized in depth. The Russians say 
that’ the individual ‘unit should not 
try to take in too much depth, but 
it is better advised to maintain a 
force of from a quarter to a third of 
its effectives as mobile reserves. 
UNIT DEFENCE 

This should apply even to the 
company, though the elastic defens- 
ive is difficult for the company, 
which really can only utilize its 
reserve for an immediate counter- 
attack if a vital part of its line is 
thrertened, or to destroy small 
units of the enemy who have in- 
filtrated through its forward defence 
area, ‘ 


But from the battalion up. 
every unit is capable of ofganiz- 
ing a real elastic defence position. 
Of course, no unit may permit s 
force teo large for it to handle 
by itself to break through its pos- 
ition without the knowledge and 
consent of the superior command. 

When taking up its position in 
the first place, the battalion com- 
mander, likewise the brigade and 
division commanders, must decide 
which portion of his front line he 
is willing to sacrifice to a deter- 
mined enemy, Russian officers told 
me, He must also develop a good 
sense of timing to gauge whether 
the enemy push in on the increase 
or decrease, and as to the probable 
number of fresh troops he may have 
at his disposal to throw into any 
hole which he may find. 


QUICK MOVEMENT 

Let us suppose it is the case of a 
battalion with four ‘light machine 
gun companies, A, B, C and D, as 
wel) as heavy machine gun and 


mortar support. Suppose A and B 
companies to be holding the for- 
ward positions with C in support 
and D acting as the mobile reserve. 
In the two forward companies 


Platoons 1 and 3 of Company A} 


and Platoons 4 and 6 of Company 
B are in advance of Platoons 2 and 
5 in support positions, ready for 
quick movement. 

If the commander has decided 
that any break-through must be 
at the position held by Platoon 
4, he will have all the possible 
movements of the various units 
already planned, At the approp- 
tlate time No, 4 Platoon will 
move toward the position held by 
Ne, 3. The enemy feelers will 
note the reduced fire coming from 
this gap. 

As they advance into the gap 
prepared for them they will prob- 
ably signa] their success to their 
battalion headquarters and perhaps 
the reserve company will be sent 
in. No, 5 Platoon, meanwhile, from 
its support position to the rear of 
where No, 4 had been, will engage 
the enemy, who can thus think he 
has driven back the enemy a hun- 
dred yards or more. As the pres- 
eure increases this platoon will fall 
back behind No. 6 and the passage 
will seem to be clear. 


TRAP FOR ENEMY 

Thus under the Russian plan a 
force of from a company to nearly 
a battalion can be lured into a very

KEY POSITIONS 


Of course the Russian “elastic 
defence” does not mean that no 
Positions are to be held ta the last 
man. -Some key. positions must 
never be surrendered as the whole 
defensive line may hinge on them. 

If this is done on a large scale, 
instead of a large number of small 
traps, One great elastic bulge might 
be opened up to engulf an entire 

division or army corps, 

In fact, in theoretical discussion 
of the tactic I was told by Rus- 
sian officers that even if a whole 
enemy mobile column were to 

break ‘hrough the froni in this 
manner, it would not necessarily 
be anything te really worry 
about, provided the competent 
authorities had made necessary 
plans in advance to deal with 
them. 

This will explain why Soviet de- 
fence does not depend on some in- 
flexible line of fortifications to keep 
out an advancing enemy. True 
there will be a number of relatively 
impregnable defended areas, but 
war is considered primarily a thing 
of manoeuvre in the minds-of Rus- 
sian officers. 

Incidentally, the man in the front 
line is not so much worried about 
bombardment from the air, nor 
even about artillery fire, provided 
that his own side is giving as good 
as it gets. Even enemy tanks in 
your rear can be stomached, But 
things which really gives an infant- 


ry unit the jitters is to wake up one 
morning and find enemy infantry 
and machine guns in positions be- 
hind them. 

Therefore the tactic of elastic de- 
fence depends for its success On 
troops who understand it and have 
been well trained in advance to 
deal with such units which infilt-

Third Boost In 
Price Of Bacon 
Is Anticipated

OTTAWA, July 9—(CP)—A 
further increase in Canadian 
bacon prices, raised three times 
in lesa than three months, may 
be necessary ta retain in Canada 
the supplies required to ensure 
sufficient shipments to the United 

Kingdom, The Canadian Press 

learned Tuesday night. 

The last increase, raising export 
bacon prices 75 cents a hundred- 
weight for grade A No. 1 Wiltshire 
sides to $18.60, was announced June 
24. Like the other increases, it was 
designed to keep Canadian hogs 
from flowing across the border to 
markets which have been rising, 
due to the American parity prices 
program. 


“TOUCH AND GO" 

Officials said it was “a matter of 
touch and go” whether the latest 
increase would hold the required 
hogs in Canada, and if it did not 
there seemed to be little choice but 
to raise the price again. 

The Canadian government bore 
the coat of the June 24 increase 
as it did a previous jump of 75 
cents a hundredweight on May 30. 
An earlier boost of $1 a hundred- 
weight on May 1 was carried by 
the United Kingdom government. 

More than half the 425,000,000 
pounds of bacon being sent to 
Britain under contract for the year 
ending Oct, 31, 1941, has been ship- 
ped, but to fill the remainder of 
the United Kingdom requirements 
the Canadian Bacon Board has en- 
couraged Canadians to reduce their 
bacon consumption by one-half, has 
limited hog marketings for domestic 
consumption and increased prices 
for export bacon to keep supplies 
of hogs in Canada,

| allegiances, can, in full loyally to 
our individual convictions, work 
and pray for the establishment of 
an internationa] order in which the 
spirit of Christ shall rule. 


“CHERISHED FREEDOMS" 

“In such an order alone will our! 
cherished freedoms, including free- | 
dom of conscience, be secure 

“Let us unite in labor and in 
prayer to hasten its coming.” 

The message was addressed to 
Dr. Daniel A. Poling of Phila- 
delphia, president of the Christian 
Endeavor Group. which lists 
2,000,000 members in the United 
States and Canada. Dr. Poling 
had predicted that the convention, 
attended by 6,000 delegates, would 
endorse President Roosevelt's 
foreign policies. 


Pleading for national unity “at a 
time of grave crisis in the affairs 
of the nation and of the world 
(when) all that we hold dearest in 
our national heritage is challenged,’ 
President Roosevelt added: 


UNITY NECESSARY 

“Justice, mercy, truth and free- | 
dom are all under attack by Total- 
itarianism which outrages the in- 
herent dignity of human personal- 
ity. Only in union shall we find 
strength to combat the menace 
which threatens free people every- 
where—the tyranny of force over 
the lives and consciences of men.” 

Governor Harold E. Stassen of 
Minnesota was awarded the Christ. 
ian Endeavor Society's biennial cit- 
ation for “sacrificial service and 
leadership.” 

In a speech of acceptance, Stassen 
said “we must strengthen our 
churches; we must increase the 
number of our children and youth 
securing Christian training and ed- 
ucation.”

Ten days ago Berlin claimed un- 
officially that the Russian army's re- 
sistance had been definitely broken and 
+ the Soviet air force so badly crippled 
+ it would be no longer effective. But 
' the daily official communiques from 
’ the Nazi headquarters now report ter- 
+ rific fighting all along the eastern front 
; and make no larger claim than that 
operations are “proceeding according 
to schedule’. The high command has 
not yet said the Russian defences had 
been broken through; it was left to 
Herr Goebbels to put that agreeable in- 
terpretation upon the vague announce- 
ments of indefinite “progress” at un- 
specified points. 

If the early claims of the propa- 

ganda department had been true, the 
spearhead of the Fuehrer’s forces 
should now be at Moscow, whereas there 
is no evidence that it has got beyond 
the Dneiper river. This may -be “ac- 
cording to schedule,” but if so the 
schedule is curiously slow, altogether 
out of line with time-tables set for blitz- 
kriegs elsewhere, and equally out of line 
with the need to get through with the 
Russian campaign as quickly and cheap- 
ly as possible. : 
The fact is that for more than two 
weeks the Russians have fougnt the in- 
vaders almost to a stand-still, save for 
the initial sweep through the buffer 
territories. The Fuehrer's official com- 
muniques did not pretehd that the ad- 
vance in the second week was at all 
comparable to that in the first week. 
They hardly in reality claimed a sub- 
stantial advance on any sector during 
the second week. Assertions that this 
snail-pace is in keeping with the “plans” 
sound a good deal like statements 
handed out to keep the German people 
from suspecting that the war machine 
has struck a snag.

Thoughtlessly Drifting Towards ¢ 
Peril Says Lippmann of 
His Countrymen 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

The ancient Greeks used often, it is said, 
to execute the messenger who brought 
them bad news. We have worked out much 
more elaborate methods of not taking seri- 
ously the very disagreeable news that 
Teaches us; the news that there exists in 


| Our world a concentrated organized mech- 


anized power of evil that is more massive 
and more effective and

It is impossible to 
make a complete cata- 
logue of the self-decep- 
tions which we have man- 
aged to provide ourselves 
with in our desire not to 
face up to the truth. The 
catalogue cannot be made

W. Lippmann and to escape the trouble 
of acting accordingly is so strong in the 
human heart that as soon as one excuse for 
doing nothing is discredited another is in- 
vented. It is, indeed, a question whether 
any people has the fortitude to face the 
the truth until it is actually cornered and 
peg ag to fight for its very life, Certainly 
we here in America are no more wishful 
now than were the British until after the 
fall of France. It just happens that our 
salvation depends upon our putting aside 
all wishfulness and upon doing in time 
what all the others have started to do when 
it was, very nearly in the case of Britain 
and altogether in the case of France, too 
late. For the British, while they slept and 
dreamed, still had America to fall back 
upon. But for us there is nothing else to 
fall back upon if we sleep and dream our- 
selves into disaster, 

Let us recall some of the self-deceptions 
which we have embraced. Less than two 
months before the war began the most 
eminent member of the Senate opposition 
stated that he knew there would be no war. 
On the basis of that agreeable misinforma- 
tion, the Senate refused to consider any 
measure to avert war. This was dream 
No, 1: “There will be no war.” Dream No. 
2 followed quickly: “This is a phoney war.” 

Dream No. 3: “It does not matter who 
wins and anyway the Allies cannot lose. 
Hitler has no rubber, no oil, no non-com- 
missioned officers, his tanks are made of 
wood, and he will soon be overthrown by 
the army.” Following the fall of France 
we had dream No. 4: “The war is over.” 
Dream No. 5: “No one can touch us; in 1946 
we shall have a two-ocean navy.” Dream 
No. 6: “The British cannot be beaten, and 
so they do not need help.” Dream No. 7 
(after Benghazi): “The British are winning 
the wer.” Dream No. 8 (after Crete): “The 
British have lost the war.”

That's where he made his mistake, 
signing a treaty with Hitler after this fair 
warning in “Mein Kampf”. 


“Berlin Diary” 
There's a flood of excellent books from 
the presses just now, written by men who 
had ringside seats in Europe, when the pre- 


sent war was in the making. The last few 
days saw “This Realm, Tis England,” by 
Samuel Chamberlain. “England Is My 


Village,” by John Llewelyn Rhys, and 
“Flight to Victory,” by Ronald Walker, 
added to the growing list. 

Among the most informative and fascin- 
ating iw “Berlin Diary,” by William L. 
Shirer. Though he went to Berlin as a 
newspaper correspondent fifteen years ago, 
for the last three years he has been Berlin 
representative for the Columbia Broad- 
casting System. You've probably heard his 
voice many a time during his nightly 
broadcasts from Berlin. His broadcasts 
were censored by the Goebbels machine, 
but his diary defied the efforts of the Ges- 
tapo and gives an uncensored account of 
the whole European scene during the years 
of Nazi preperation. ‘ 

Shirer was in Paris when Fascists and 
Communists rioted in the Place de ls Con- 
corde. He saw the Nazis furiously turn- 
ing out airplanes, tanks and war craft end 
building up the greatest army in Europe, 
while England was deaf to the warnings 
from Winston Churchill and the disclosures 
of the American correspondents, He saw 
the occupation of the Rhineland. He was 
in Austria when it fel] and in Czecho- 
slovakia when it was stolen, He accom- 
panied the German army on its blitzkrieg 
through Belgium and was in Berlin when 
the German propaganda machine received 
with delight news of the speeches of Lind- 
bergh, Nye and Wheeler. Also he made 
some successful] bets with officials in the 
Wilhelmstrasse who were confident the 
Nazi army would be in England before last 
September. 

It's a revealing record of the open pre- 
parations made by Nazi Germany to seek 
world domination, 

Shirer was present when the armistice 


was signed between Germany and France 
in the forest of Compiegne, and his revela- 
tions of the French mentality under defeat 


| is as interesting as his disclosures of the 


torpid German mentality under success. 
One of his photographs is of French miners 
loading coal under the threat of a helmeted 
German soldier with fixed bayonet—men 
who had refused under orders from Mos- 
cow to work or fight for France and the 
Allies when they were free. He heard in 


the occupied territories of France poor | 


people praying that the British bombers 
might come—heedless of the risks to them- 
selves so long as the Germans suffered. The 
Vichy politicians may have sold themselves 
body and boots to the Nazis; the mass of 
the French people are stil] looking to Eng- 
land to free them.

Lured to the “Kill” 


Among the incidents told by Miss 
Sereny is of a ball given at Havre at which 
high Nazi functionaries were present to 
show their goodwill. Miss Sereny noticed 
that her partner, a French doctor, kept 
dancing within a smal! circle near the exit. 
He refused all efforts to leave this area. 

Midway in the entertainment an alert 
was sounded. The doctor threw Miss 
Sereny through the exit in time before a 
British bomb exploded. She says the 


French crowds applauded each hit and- 


cried; ‘Go on! Go on!” as the British pilots 
dive-bombed on the casino. Though news 
was hushed up by official order, Miss 
Sereny was told that more than 200 Ger- 
man officers were killed in the raid. 

To cope with the spy organizations, the 
Germans issued an edict forbidding per- 
song from going to a railway station save 
on officia] business.

This is a tremendous step that marks, 
not the elaboration or extension of the old 
policy, but the inauguration of a policy 
which is entirely new. 

The situation that arises out of this pre 
sent circumstance is as rich in possibilities 
as it is in certainties.

The spirit of the President’s message to 
Congress is to be found in his disclosure 
that orders have been issued to the Ameri- 
can navy “that all necessary steps be taken 
to insure the safety of communications be- 
tween Iceland and the United States, as 
well as on’ the seas between the United 
States and all other strategic outposts”. 

This very clearly means that the British 
Navy is going to be relieved of much of its 
responsibility in the Western Atlantic. 

There can plainly be no “safety of com- 
munications” if German warships can sail 
through Denmark Strait hunting British 
convoys, as the Bismarck did, or if German 
Submarines are allowed to continue to 


| prey on shipping south of Greenland.

Some Possibilities 


There is a hint in the President's words 
that the action in Iceland may constitute a 
pattern of behavior that will be followed in 
other areas. 

This, of course, is only a possibility. 

_ But there must be some special 
significance in these words, “... as well 
as on the seas between the United States 
and all other strategic points.” 

What does “other strategic points” 
mean? 

As one Lendon newspaper suggests, it 
undoubtedly means other Atlantic islands 
quite as dangerous to the United States as 
Iceland, in short, the Azores and Cape 
Verde Islands, 

There is also Dakar,

threat to the United States. Such occupae 
tion would be exceedingly perilous to 
Americans, not only because jt could be 
used as a base for an attack on American 
soil, but because it could and would be 
used as a base for the terrorization of Latin 
America and as a whip to drive the South 
American republics into the Axis camp. 

It is a lamentable and well-known fact 
that some of them would require mighty 
little driving. 

On the face of it, then, it would appear 
that Mr, Roosevelt has given presidential 
sanction to the naval occupation of any or 
all of these doubtful points should circum- 
stances require it. 

_ In brief, the possibility is that he’ has 
ipyed a blanket order to the navy to 
lefend the United States by occupying any 
“strategic outpost” whose capture by the 
Germans .would imperil American liberty. 

Aseuroption by the United States of 
responsibility for the western part of the 
North Atlantic will free British ships for 
the task of clearing the approaches to 
Britain. 

The northwestern approaches—the 600 
miles between Iceland and Scotland--have 
already become extremely unhealthy for 
Nazi submarines, 

This success has forced the Germans to 
shift the weight of their attack to the 
southwestern approaches: German U- 
boats are now operating in larger numbers 
south of Ireland and west of France and 
Portugal. 

Thus, if the United States guarantees 
security to shipping between America and 
Icelan , the second leg of the northern 
route wil) have already been fairly well 
cleaned up. 

It is assumed that American munitions 
and supplies will be shipped to Iceland 
under protection of the United States navy 
and there transferred to British ships for 
the brief 600-mile run to a Scottish port. 

It is @ daring and intelligent arrangee 
ment that deserves to succeed.

E wife of Joe Louis at least 

selected the official season for 
the utterance of her personal Dec- 
Jaration of Independence, and you 
might even say she did it with fire- 
works. Bu', s¢riously, this is the 
first break in what to miliions of 
the represeniatives of a downtrod- 
den race was and is apotheosis, 

To them the career of Joe Louis 
was and is approximately Messianic, 
Many a Caucasian writer has stood 
in awe of it, too, and has salu-ed 
it reverently, especially in times 
Such as we are knowing, as a high 
light of Democracy, a tribute ‘to, 
and &4n inspiration of, the American 
boy. 

The story of this stalwart son 
of lowly Alabama share-croppe!s, 
driven in diresi poverty toward 
the industrial centers of the Mid- 

west, refugees along the road 
fleeing the blight of depression, 
just as surely as refugees along 
the roads of Europe have been 
fleecing the blight of biasing guns, 
toiling in an automotive Babel 
throwing the steel frames of new 
cars into thunderous place on the 
assembly line, having enough left 
te fight nights with his fists, and 
fighting onward and upward to 
fame, fortune and a definite, if 
unofficial place of leadership

MARRIED BEFORE 
FIRST BIG FIGHT 
T was a bare two hours before 

the Max Baer fight that Louis 
married the girl who now an- 
nounces she’s divorcing him, and 
Bhe sat at the ringside down there 
under those lamps watching her 
few husband score the knockout 
that really put him up there, The 
mews of the marriage had been a 
ringside sensation. Nobody knew 
much about the private life of the 
Sensational new slugger. 

The story gradually got around— 
ft may not have been true—that 
his managers really engineered the 
match, like a set of Chinese par- 


ents, personally selecting the young | 


lady from the highest Negro society 
of Chicago and making all the ar- 
tangements themselves. 

The first thin note of trouble 
came when Schmeling gave Louis 
the one bad beating he has ever 
received, and it was sounded in 


the Negro newspapers. The gist of 
it was that a former suitor of the 
lady's had been making a stub- 
born efforg to win her back, and 
that the maiter had so upset 
Louls, who was busy with his 
training, that it had got his mind 
off the match and him in such a 
tangled mental state that he Iecll 
an casy victim to the German's 
thudding fists, 


This had all the earmarks of a 
far-feiched alibi, and wags 60 re- 
ceived, and yet that type of rumor 
may have got a man killed. When 
Schmeling and Louis were prepar- 
ing to fight the second time, a Chi- 
cago newspaper man told me that 
some while after that first Schmel- 
ing debacle, a terrified Negro came 
into their office and said, “You've 
got to protect me If you don't 
they'll kill me, They think I've been 


trying to break up Joe's home and 
that’s why Schméiing knocked him 


out.” 


WIVES AND FISTS DON’T MIX 
S$ nearly as he could come to 
identifying “they”, they were 
some gamblers and gangs ers who 
lost a lot of money on Louis when 
Schmeling ironed him fiat. He 
was told the paper had no means 
of mixing into any such and was 
advised to go to the police if he 
thought his life in danger. 


“We never had any way of know- 
ing.” the Chicago sporth historian 
continued, calmly lighting another 
cigarette, “but the guy was picked 
up dead in an alley a couple of 
nights later, He'd been hit with 
something. It looked like, maybe, 
an automobile, The police figured 
he may have been hit with a car 
and had crawled up in there and 
died. They wrote it off as an acci- 
dent.” 

There was that much and that 
sort of talk after the Schmeling 
kayo, but it all subsided and there 
was never any more. Nobody psid 
too much attention to them-at the 
time for there are always fantastic 
tales, mostly lies, about any member 
of the commonality who attain any 
prominence, whatever the field and 
whoever thé people. 

But it’s'an old story in pugilism 
that wives and fists mix badly 
even when they're kept separated, 
The tale is as old as the game. 
That's why most managers don't 
want their men married. It's why 
the most cerebral leather pusher 
of them all, Mr, James Joseph 
Tunney, once said, “Celibacy is a 
necessary ingredient of the suc- 
cessful career in pugilism.”

OTTAWA, July @—(CP)—Sports 
events, staged for the benefit of 
sport itself of for charitable pur- 
poses will operate under exemption 
from the 20 per cent excise tax re-

“Tt is difficult to say that any one

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Canada’s national economy will be considerably assist- 
ed through the operation of National Unemployment Insur- 
ance, R. Dawson, Hamilton, told members of the Edmonton 
chapter of the Canadian Society of Cost Accountants and In- 
dustrial Engineers at a meeting held at the Macdonald hotel 


Tuesday evening. The spea 


ker was introduced by F. D. 


Sutcliffe, chairman of the Edmonton chapter of the society. 


Mr. Dawson is secretary-treas- 
urer of the society and is making 
9 tour of western Canada during 
which he outlines the provisions 
of the insurance act to members 
of the society. The co-operation 
of the society in this work had 
been asked by the National Un- 
employment Insurance Commis- 
sion. 

He said the act was a most im- 
portant piece of social service legis- 
lation with which he thoroughly 
agreed, and expressed the hope it 
would be followed by health and 
old age pension insurance. 


STABILIZING FACTOR 

He outlined the provisions of the 
act and said it would be of great 
benefit in stabilizing Canada’s 
economy in the post-war re-adjust- 


ment period. The Canadian act, he 
said, was predicated on the British 
act, but differed from it in several 
important details. The chief dif- 
ference was that the British con- 
tribution system was on a flat rate 
basis, while the Canadian act pro- 
vided for a graded system of con- 
tributions. As in Britain the Cana- 
dian act called for three way con- 
tributions, governmental, employer 
and employee. 

The Canadian act differed from 
the American Social Security Act 
fn several respects, he stated, the 
chief being that the employer 
paid the entire contribution under 
the American act's provisions. 


He said the reason for the graded 
control of contributions and bene- 
fits was necessary in Canada where 
there was such variance in the 
wage standards. If a flat rate had 
been adopted there would have 
been danger that benefit payments 
would have been about equal to 
wages earned in some. parts of the 
dominion. 


UNEMPLOYMENT SERVICES 

He said the Canadian plan of 
benefits was closely relatea 1 the 
employment history of the in- 
dividual, the better that history, the 
longer period he could draw the 
insurance benefits. 

A further advantage which would 
arise out of the scheme, he stated, 
was the establishment of federal 
unemployment services. This would 
permit the transfer of men from 
one district to another to meet labor 
requirements in industry. 

The act will help stabilize our 
economy and will preserve to the 
worker his self-respect. There is 
nothing of the charitable institu- 
tion concerning this act, he added, 
the worker pays his insurance 
premiums and is entitled to draw 
his insurance benefits whether he 
has wealth or is a pauper. 

At the conclusion of his address 
Mr. Dawson was asked a series of 
questions relative to tne working 
of the act.

from being soft, are as hard nuts to

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

It never seems to be the least bit 
difficult—or even upsetting—for the 
baby to vomit up some of its food. 

Just a little too much pressure on 
the stomach after eating; patting too 


hard to bring up a burp; too many | 


tablespoons of food, all these things 
often end in regurgitation. 


If the baby stays well and happy | 


and continues to gain as usual, then 
these losses of mouthfuls of food 
can be considered unimportant 

if the baby remains hungry 
after vomiting, or there is & cessa- 
tion or slew rate of gain, then, by 

all means, get to the root of the 
trouble. 

Mrs. W.—Your baby has gained so 
well (from 7% to 25 pounds in one 
year) that the vomiting would seem 
to be of very little moment. He is 
getting a lot of food at each meal 
and that might be the sole cause of 
the trouble, You say, “At 8 a.m. he 
gets about 3 tablespoons of cereal, 
an egg yolk and a strip of bacon. 
Sometimes, I give him cooked 
fruit instead of egg and bacon and 
he always drinks 6 ounces of milk. 
When can he have egg white? 

“For lunch he eats 6 or 7 table- 
spoons of food, liver and beef soup, 
lamb and vegetables or potato and 
mixed vegetables and 6 ounces of 
milk. At 3 p.m. he gets either fruit 
or milk and a cracker, : 

“At 6 p.m he gets 3 tablespoons 
of cereal and 3 of cooked fruit, and 
between 6 to 8 ounces of milk. Then, 
at bedtime at & o'clock I offer him 
a bottle of milk and he'll drink 8 
ounces. But, if I don't give it to him, 
he'll go to sleep, anyway. He gets 
codliver oil between meals. Shall I 
omit that last bottle of milk?” 

Suppose, just as an experiment, 
you cut the amount of each of the 
solid foods one-half. Offer the whole 
egg along with the noon meal in- 
stead of meat, or use it in a custard 
with the noon meal, 

With this smaller portion of solid 
food, try eight ounces of milk at 
the end of each of these three meals. 
four ounces in the afternoon with 
the cracker and four ounces used 
as a custard or milk pudding or in 
the form of cottage cheese with the 
night meal. 

Then omit that 8 o'clock bottle, 
which is entirely unnecessary and 
is a bad practice, since Baby should 
lie down to sleep without anything 
being offered to eat. 

You can give sieved vegetables up 
to the 14th month or thereabovrts, 
which in your case will be at the 
end of the summer, as your doctor 
directed.
